How indifferent Offenbach was lo the 


conventional, was best illustrated by one 
of his expencnces.of Dermonico's—an ex 
pencnce which he sets forth in h,s strange- 
ly stupid work on America. He nave a 
dinner to four couples of his friends in an 
upper parlor. To his surprise, and, by tbe- 
by, to bis displeasure, a waiter appeared 
at regular intervals of five minutes, and 
surve>ed the scene with an air of mquisi 
tonal seventy. 
Offenbach lost his temper, 


—always an easy feat wuh him,— and de- 
manded an explanation. 
Ihe austere 


Lorenzo Delrnonico, it seems, distrustful 
of his guests, had instructed his head 
waiter on no account to Jose sight of the 
revelers. 
How justly he suspected them 


was proved by the orgie which followed 
Offenbach's sitting down to the piano. In 
spired by Ihe . magic fingers, his guests 
danced the most ferocious can-can ever 
seen—by a limited constituency—in Amei 
ica. 
Hut Oftenbacrf was so angered by 


the isochronous apparitions of the waiter 
that he never set foot in Delmonico's af- 
terwards. 


A number of his friends, just before his 


departure, gave him a supper. It was a 
\ery large affair, and its obvious intention 
was.Jp imprest him with an idea ofithe as- 
cetic "properness" of American convivial- 
ity. He accepted the invitation on the 
condition thatthe supper should take place 
elsewhere than at Delmonico's, whose re- 
current waiter he never forgot nor forgave. 
The Brunswick was selected. As a poetic 
and decorous offset to the riotous can-can 
of his own festival, Offenbach's hosts de- 
sired him to cut a huge game pie which 
was placed before him. So soon as his 
knife and fork demolished the crust, a 
cloud of song birds rose into the air. It 
was a pretty realization of *he old nursery 
rhyme; and, till this day, at least one of 
the canaries which Offenbach liberated 
from the cage of pastry survives, to sing 
as merrily and as blithely as the old song- 
ster did. 


Offenbach's greatest fault was his enor- 


mous conceit. Some years ago he was at 
Ems while the emperors of Gemiany and 
Russia were sojourning at that watering 
place 
These potentates, anxious to meet 


Offenbach, but at the same time unwilling 
to invite him openly, auanged a little 
meeting in the house of a French noble- 
man who was related to the Prussian 
reigning family. Offenbach was invited 
to an afternoon tea. and was presented bv 
his host to the two Emperors. After some 
conversation the emperor of Geru'any 
asked him if he would not kindly favor 
him with some music from one of his op- 
eras 
"1 would with plM«ure," was the 


characteristic reply, "had I come to sine ; 
I only came to take tea." 


While in New York he was very fond 


of visiting the theatres. Sitting one night 
in a box at the Union Square theater, he 
turned to a gentleman who was with him 
and remarked: "Wagner, they say, is 
the musician of the future. 
In the same 


sense Rossini is the musichn of the past, 
but /—I am the musician of the pres- 
ent " 


One evemnj Offenbach was mviied to a 


dinner party in Paris at which many per- 
sons well known in the prand monde 
*ere present. A young marquis, belong- 
ing 'o one of the oldest and most famous 
'amihes in France, was about to enter the 
dining room before Ihe maestio. but on 
seeing the composer of "La Grande Duch- 
«!*/_' he Jrew b->clr and allotted the 
"aquiline spider" to tike precedence of 
him 
After dinner Offenbach approached 


ne \oung man and smilingty said : "I'm 
glad jou have such good "sense , in this 
»orld talent ought always to precede 
"nk. -|N. Y. Hour.
